Judge Smith Has Been There 
and Knows About It.

Jndgf p. M. Smith aud L. T. Fan- 
talk ed to the McKinley club and the 
Union Veteran Patriotic league last 
niifht, and while thtu-e were ntit thou« - 
and» preeent, the reception aetxNded the 
gentlemen wa« warm and enthufiiaatic. 
The pleaaant mom« of the club were 
filh'd with an intereeted audience when 
President Goodwin openeid the meeting, 
and the whole i» rty sang the “ Red, 
White and Blue,” with a vim. Judge 
Smith wa« introduced and said: 
“I did not oome to mak e a political 
« peech, nor one that is filled 
with 
partisanship. I have addressed but few 
meetings in this campaign, and thoee 
were fnmi a non-partisan standpoint. 
A judge should be as free from partisan­ 
ship as it i* possible for him to be. I am 
going to tell y on aliont a country where 
the financial sy stem is based on the 
policy of Irt to 1. Our own country is 
not in the best of condition, but when 
compared with some other countries is 
not so bad. The people want time« such 
as they were four y ears ago. 
The 
Fopnliste have a remedy , but it would 
poison the country We n« ;ed a cJiauge. 
We thought so four y ears ago. now we 
are sure of it. 
The gentleman then explained the 
meaning of free coinage, 
and con­ 
tinued : “ When a nation undertak es to 
mak e value it does something the 
Almighty never intended it should do. 
It tak es 32 day s of labor to get one ounce 
of gold, aud it 
tak es 32 
day s 
of 
labor to 
get one 
o n u ce 
of 
silver. 
They tell us silver is low in price. That 
is because it can be mined for a small 
outlay . In Mexico the man who owns 
a silver mine mak es a« much money as a 
man who owns a gold mine. It is pro­ 
duced at a good proflt. I don’t k now of 
apjr property I would ratlu*r own than a 
silver mine in Mexico. They jioint to 
Mexico, and say it is prosperous. I beg 
leave to differ. They do not have free 
coinage in Mexico for the govemmemt 
charg« « five per cent for (xiiiiiiig the 
bnlliou into money . 
“When y ou pass from Texas to Mexico 
the first thing y ou should do is to find a 
money changer, and have what United 
States money y ou have chaiig« d into the 
coin of the republic. He will give y ou 
for every |10U y ou have. It doubles 
y our money , hut mak es y our pock et 
heavy . The silver is good all 
ovot 
the 
country , but paper is only accepted in 
the state in which it is issned. The 
Mexicans all k now about our money , 
aud 
will 
give 
y ou 
two 
dollars 
for 
one 
every time, 
but 
y on 
must 
remember 
as 
y ou 
grow 
rich going south y ou grow poor in the 
same proportion as y ou return to the 
north. The r<» « ult of this sy stem is to 
drive every dollar in gold from the 
country . They do not hide it in their 
stock ings, because Mexico is a stock ing- 
less as well as a goldless nation. The 
Creator was k ind to it. Its climate is 
as heantiful as Italy , and its scenery as 
magnificent as Switzierland. But, after 
examination, I found that the man who 
20 y ears ago work ed for 26 cents a day 
still receives 25 cents, aud a dollar will 
only buy half as much as it did 
then. 
Every article has doubled in 
pric-e, hot wages have stood still. I 
have seen men arise at break of day ,and 
work hard until sundown, and receive 
no more than from 26 to 87>^ cents for 
their toil. There is not a ranch which 
pay s more, and the men are required to 
tak e their pay from stores. In the 
mines they are more experienced, and 
$1 a day is paid. It is the same as it 
was 20 y ears ago. If Christ would come 
to earth he would not recognize this 
country , hut as he moved south he 
would find nothing changed. Mexico 
would be as he left it .over 1,800 y ears 
ago. 
“The intelligence of the people can 
best be illustrated by an incident, I 
k now a Mexican family who sold a mine 
for 1100,000 aud a roy alty 
When the 
engine came to tak e out the first car of 
ore, the head of the family thought it 
was about to be stolen, and catching 
hold of the car attempted to hold it. He 
went out to see the world, and got in a 
passenger car. Seeing a drove of horses 
he put his head out of the window, and 
never having seen glass before, had his 
face cut. They mine silver there as 
cheaply as we mine cool or fire clay 
If 
the work men of our factories would 
accept 
the 
wages 
of 
Mexico, 
we 
could 
expmt 
onr 
wares 
and compete with China and Japan on 


their own ground. Ptih' silver cuts 
wages in two. 
We don’t want their 
chtwp money , fw cheap nuHiey mak w 
cheap men. I have no id« *a flie legisla­ 
ture would double my salary as judgi* if 
we had free silver, hut I do not h» eitate 
in expn» « ing the belief that not a nat­ 
ional bank in Ohio would be solvent one 
week after Bry an’s election. Tln-n* is 
not an eminent statesman, who lovt<shis 
country , advocating trw silver and th« * 
election of Bry an. I b« ^ y our pardon ; I 
will change that. There is one, our own 
ex-congressman who liv« « not fur away . 
It b«*h<x>v«‘s the judgi* from the ls*nch, t he 
preacher from the pulpit, and the i>«*<la- 
gi^ue in the school to inculcate thos« *

night, and while there were not thous- 
ands present, the reception accorded the 
gentlemen was warm and enthusiastic. 
The pleasant rooms of the dab were 
filled with au interested audience wht 
President Goodwin opened the meeting 
and the whole party sang the “Red 
White and Bine,” with a vim. Jndge 
Smith was introduced and said : 
I did not come to make a political 
speech, nor one that is filled 
with 
partisanship. 
I have addressed but few 
meetings in this campaign, and those 
were front a non-partisan standpoint 
A jndge should be as free from partisan 
ship as it is possible for him to be. I am 
going to tell yon about a country whore 
the financial system is based on the 
policy of IR to I. Oar own country is 
not in the best of condition, but when 
compared with some other countrii's is 
not so bad. The people want times such 
as they were four years ago. 
The 
Populists have a remedy, but it would 
poison the country 
We need a change. 
We thought so four years ago, now we 
are sure of it. 
The gentleman then explained the 
meaning of free coinage, 
and con­ 
tinued : “ When a nation undertakes to 
make value it does something the 
Almighty never intended it should do. 
It takes 32 days of labor to get one ounce 
of gold, and it 
takes 82 
days 
of 
labor to 
get one 
ounce of 
silver. 
They tell us silver is low in price. That 
is because it eau be mined for a small 
outlay. 
In Mexico the man who owns 
a silver mine makes as much money as a 
man who owns a gold mine. It is pro­ 
duced at a good profit. 
I don’t know of 
aqjr property I would rather own than a 
silver mine in Mexico. 
They point to 
Mexico, and say it is prosperous. I beg 
leave to differ. They do not have free 
coinage in Mexico for the government 
charges five per cent for coining the 
bullion into money. 
“ When you pass from Texas to Mexico 
the first thing you should do is to find 
money changer, and have what United 
States money you have changed into the 
coin of the republic. 
He will give you 
#200 for every #100 you have. It doubles 
your money, but makes your pocket 
heavy. The silver is good all over the 
country, but paper is only accepted in 
the state in which it is issued. The 
Mexicans all know about our money 
aud 
will 
give 
you 
two 
dollars 
for 
one 
every 
time, 
but 
you 
must 
remember 
as 
you 
grow 
rich going south you grow poor in the 
same proportion as you return to the 
north. The result of this system is to 
drive every dollar in gold from the 
country. They do not hide it in their 
stockings, because Mexico is a stocking 
less as well as a gold less nation. The 
Creator was kind to it. 
Its climate is 
as beautiful as Italy, and its scenery as 
magnificent as Switzerland. But, after 
examination, I found that the man who 
20 years ago worked for 25 cents a day 
still receives 25 cents, and a dollar will 
only buy half as much as it did 
then. 
Every article has doubled in 
price, but wages have stood still. I 
have seen men arise at break of day,and 
work hard until sundown, and receive 
no more than from 25 to 87*4 cents for 
their toil. There is not a ranch which 
pays more, and the men are required to 
take their pay from stores. 
In the 
mines they are more experienced, and 
#1 a day is paid. It is the same as it 
was 20 years ago. If Christ woald come 
ta earth he would not recognize this 
country, but as he moved south he 
would find nothing changed. Mexico 
would be as he left it over 1,800 years

ground and not be damaged any more 
than if you had thrown yourself ou a 
down pillow only

Uf otmrse you are hurt, and the oerve 
shock is so great that any sort of q ues 
tion, even if “ they” shall fetch hot 
water, is an additional blow to the tierv 
ons system. 
Yon are snffering, per­ 
haps, too much to speak , yet they pelt 
yon w ith q uestious w hile every power 
of your IxHly is endeavoring to regalu 
self control.

There is sniiicthiug attractive about 
railroad life to the man who mice en­ 
ters i t 
The railn>ad companies rarely 
give op a reliable, faithfnl man. 
He 
may become rn aimed and unfit for the 
most rt'm onerative positions and be 
forred to accept sMiie hom bier place 
w ith a sm aller salary attached to it, 
bat it is an unw ritten law w ith m<« t of 
the great railroad companies that tbe 
man who is injured in their aervice 
aiiall be placed in ' some prwitiMi where 
he may obtain his livelihcKKl. 
Thus it may happen that when you 
fall in oonversatKwi w ith the man who 
oc« 'upies a humble switchhonae or a 
flagman’s shanty you are talk ing w ith 
one who has hud hia share of excitement 
and tsK-n 
through 
exp« *riencea that 
would mak e the hair of the average man 
stand upon end. 
A reporter a ie t a 
switchman the other day the pathos of 
who« ** life was exjiresaed in the wooden 
leg which he n^vl. and as the Empire 
dashed by he look ed up and said : 
“ Yes, I lik e railroading. I have been 
in the businesa all my life and ex¡K*ct to 
s¡N*tid the r« >« t of my days over the rails, 
but I am q uite couteut to rem ain here 
in my little cottage and tend to my flag­ 
ging rather than have the position of 
tlie man who holds the throttle ou that 
big engine which ju st whizzed by here. 
You may think it a snap to sit there 
aud ride over the CHjuiitry a t the rate of 
mile a luinaU*, but I tell you the man 
carnea a load of responsibility mi his 
ihouldt*rs which I would not want on 
mine and which the average man k nows 
very little about.

At ouo place on tim Half Aore 
there are over IOO boiling springs aud 
hot mud geysers on a plat of ground 
that is not of greater extent than a com­ 
mem oity square. The chief spring in 
this queer aggregation of boiling and 
spouting jets of mud and water is oalled 
the Fountain of the Boiled Turtles 
on aocount of its curious habit of ooca 
■tonally ejecting numbers of small red 
tart lea The temperature of this spring 
is 226 degrees, 14 degrees higher than 
the temperature required to boil water 
nuder ordinary atmospheric pressure. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the tem 
perature is sufficient to boil meat per 
featly within a few minutes, the small 
red turtles spoken o f-live aud breed 
there just as the ordinary variety does 
in waters of common lakes, rivers and 
other streama The spring is called the 
Fountain of 
Boiled 
Turtles because 
the queer, hard shelled creatures whioh 
inhabit it have the appearance of being 
oooked perfectly done.—St. Louis Re 
public.

the great railroad companies that the 
man who is injured in their service 
■hall be placed in ' some positicu where 
he may obtain his livelihood. 
Thus it may happen that when you 
fall in conversation with the man who 
orcupie* a humble switollhouse or a 
flagman's shanty you are talking with 
oue who has had his share of excitement 
and been 
through 
experiences that 
would make the hair of the average man 
stand upon end. 
A reporter suet a 
switchman the other day the path*)* of 
whose life was expressed in the wooden 
leg which he used. and as the Empire 
dashed by he looked up and said: 
“ Yes, I like railroading. I have been 
in the business all my life and expect to 
spend the rest of my days over the rails, 
but I ain quite content to remain here 
in my little cottage and tend to my flag­ 
ging rather than have the position of 
tile man who holds the throttle on that 
big engine which just whizzed by here. 
You may think it a snap to sit there 
aud ride over the country at the rate of 
a mile a minute, but I tell you the man 
carri*** a load of responsibility on his 
shoulders which I would not want on 
mine and which the average mail knows 
very little about 
I know something of 
it, for I was fireman some years ago on 
oue of the fast engines and Inst my leg 
in au accident between here and Al­ 
bany. But if I had come out of that ac­ 
cident as sound as you are I never 
should have been able to hold my nerve 
for any more fast trips. That finished 
me for that work. ” 
Th* ii if a man has been hurt in a 
railroad accident it make* him scary 
of that kind of work, does it?” asked 
the reporter. 
You be* it does,” answered the 
switchman witli emphasis, “ and don’t 
let anyone fool you that it doesn’t. The 
man who was miming that engine the 
day I was hurt escaped with hardly a 
■•'ratch, but he never could keep his 
time up the way he did before that and 
finally was put on a freight engine, 
where the running was a great deal 
slower. 
" I shall never forget the way he look­ 
ed the afternoon the smash up occurred. 
Just before the crash came I look* d at 
him. 
We were rounding a curve down 
by 8ehenec*ady. 
His long gray hair 
was flowing in the breeze, his faoe was 
set and his eyes fixed on the track 
ahead. 
All at once he jumpod to his feet 
and reversed the lever and exclaimed in 
a startled tone, 
‘My God, we are 
caught!’ It was probably not more than 
half a minute after when I was lying 
beneath the engine with my leg crush 
ed, utterly unconscious of the fact that 
a great wreck had oounrrcd, but every 
movement and oocnrrenoe of that half 
minute is as vividly impressed upon my 
mind as if it had taken week* of time 
to impress it them 
As he spoke I looked through the 
cab window ahead of us, and there, 
within 20 rods, was a freight engine 
coming straight at us, and there was no 
possible chance to escape a crash. Th* 
engineer was doing his duty. 
I knew 
that. He was reversing the lever, apply 
ing the brakes and doing his best to 
avert what he knew was inevitable, but 
I had nothing to do, and it seemed as if 
everything in my life was before me in 
those few seconds. I felt absolutely mu* 
I was going to die. 
Strange as it may 
seem, th** thought did not seem horrible 
to me. A whole lot of the slang say­ 
ings, such as, ‘You are learning to fir* 
I ie re in this world so as to be prepared 
for the next,' aud ‘You won’t mind 
hot job ov* r there, ’ aud a number of 
those stale things which a fireman has 
to take, came into my head, and even 
in that awful position it occurred to me 
in a humorous sort of way that I had 
made a geed start here below, or here 
above, as I might say. The next mo­ 
ment I was thinking of my wife aud 
children— yes. and of mother, too, who 
had been dead a number of years. A 
mail always thinks of his mother at such 
a time. But I dou’t think I had a par­ 
ticle of fear of death. The last thing 
that was on my mind was the question, 
Who was to blame for the accident? 
Aud that is the last I remember. 
When I came to my senses, I was 
in a hospital and was minus a leg. 
Since theii I havo been constantly em­ 
ployed one way aud another by the rail­ 
road company, but I never see oue of 
the fust trains go by without thinking 
of that wreck. The engineer miraculous­ 
ly escaped with scarcely a bruise, but ii 
finished him for that kind of work. Bi­ 
wa* always st* ing engines ahead of him 
after that, aud I have heard tiiut mon' 
than once he has slowed up his train in 
order not to collide with an imaginary 
engine, which I have no doubt was as 
real to him as it was on the afternoon 
the wreck I speak of occurred. As I said 
before, he was transferred to a freight 
engine, but even there he was timid 
aud finally left the road altogether. 
You cun put it down as a pretty 
sure thing that when an engineer has 
been in an accident once be is minus a 
good share of the nerve which it takes 
to make his runs on time to the tick, 
and if he isn't on time he has got to go 
sooner or later.” —Rochester Democrat

Hound Ware*. 
We are told by those who have made 
■ach matters a life study that sound is 
the effect produced upon the drum (rf 
the ear by any shock or impulse which 
causes vibration of the sir. This being 
the case, it is plain that the sound pro­ 
duced by a thousand voices would not 
be more altisonant or far sounding than 
one single impulsive yell because each 
would set its own waves to vibrating. 
To further illustrate this point we 
w ill take bell* as an example. Often in 
the city a dozen church bells are being 
rung at one time. 
Either one of these, 
we will say, can be heard at a distance 
of five miles. This we will admit needs 
no proof, but who is insane enough to 
argue that the 12 bells can be heard 12 
times as far tis the one bell? If they 
could so be heard, the combined sound 
of the 12 could be heard at a distance of 
60 miles! Yet it is just us reasonable 
that the sound of a dozen or a thousand 
bellswnuld “ mix” and “ rend the firma­ 
ment” us ono gigantic whole as it is 
to believe thut a thousand men oould 
give vent to u yell that could be heard 
to a greater distance than a single sten­ 
torian scream. 
Ten thonsand men might drown the 
sound of a bell or a steam whistle as far 
as their immediate vicinity was con­ 
cerned, yet the bell or whistle would be 
heard far beyond where no sound of 
voioes could penetrate.
